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Library prepares for future

The library is normally a well-ordered 
and quiet place, a place for study and reflec- 
tion, removed from the “madding crowd.” 

Usually, the Jordan Valley District Li- 
brary could be described in this way, but not 
today. Instead of a sanctuary from activity, 
the local library is as busy as a beehive. 

Library director Dawn Pringle assured 
that the condition is only temporary. It 
seems the ends will justify the means, as 
efforts are geared toward remodeling the 
library for the 21st century. 

Pringle said it became evident the reno- 
vation was necessary when plans were made 
to automate the library’s circulation, in- 
ventory, and filing with a new computer 
system. She noted the building, although it 
is only seven years old, was not constructed 
or wired with computer or cable capabili- 
ties. There were very few outlets, and no 
fiber cabling installed originally. 

“We started saving money and planning 
remodeling into the budget for the last four 
years,” Pringle said. “Especially last year.” 
The project will cost about $100,000. Pringle 
and the library board worked with architect 
Tim Fekete Design Associates of Royal 
Oak to plan the library space for more 
efficient use. New cabling and wiring will 
be added to allow for up to 31 ports to 
interface the new computer system, along 
with telephone upgrading. 

Reinforcement must also be added to 
some of the building walls, which have 
developed serious structural cracks. 

While they intended to have the work 
done with as little disruption to library 
service as possible, as the plan took shape, 
Pringle said they began to realize the job 
would have to be done all at once. Each 
segment of the remodeling, from wiring to 
carpeting to shelving, depends on comple- 
tion of other installations. So the staff, 
already busy entering inventory and library 
card information into the new computer 
system, and adding bar codes to all the

books in the stacks, moved into the north 
side of the building. A number of shelves, 
acirculation desk, and other materials were 
jammed into what used to be the children’s 
section, while other books and shelves were 
moved downstairs to the community room. 
Wall shelves were left stacked. 

“We're trying to keep the library open 
and accessible,” said Pringle. Presently, 
patrons can only browse the best sellers, old 
westerns and paperbacks, and children’s 
books. All other books are available, but 
staff members must retrieve them. Pringle 
also cautioned that there is no place to sit, 
but the copier is still accessible. 

When the contractors are finished and 
things settle back to normal, the library will 
look much different than patrons remem- 
ber. Bay windows will open the room to 
natural lighting and provide window seat- 
ing. The circulation desk, while generally 
in about the same place as previously, will 
have a better view of the entire room, with 
a more open floor plan. 

Stack organization and special areas such 
as reference and children’s books will make 
more logistical sense as well. The crowning 
addition will be computer work stations 
positioned throughout the library. Pringle 
said there will be five public terminals to 
start, with additional stations added as the 
budget allows. All terminals will be net- 
worked to allow patrons access to massive 
amounts of information, both in the Jordan 
Valley library and beyond. 

Eventually, call-in access will be estab- 
lished for patrons who want to talk to the 
computer from their home telephone. 
Pringle is also working on a grant to obtain 
public access to the Intemet. 

Pringle is optimistic the work will be 
completed by April 1. Once wiring is fin- 
ished, the staff will begin to bring the new 
system on-line. At that time, changes in 
check-out procedures will begin in earnest, 
and patrons can be confident the Jordan 
Valley District Library is state-of-the-art, 
high technology, and ready to face the 
future.

If. you are at a basketball game this 
winter and you see a referee throw both 
arms in the air, don’t think he has given 
up in despair. He is merely indicating to 
the scorer’s table that the field goal is a 
three-pointer. This is the result of a rule 
change a number of years ago, scoring 
goals from 19 feet, 9 inches out or better 
as three points instead of two. 

Coaches had mixed reactions to the 
rule, especially if they did not have a 
sharpshooter who could hit from out- 
side.

There was a time when I played and 
coached that the long shot was discour- 
aged. It was considered a low percent- 
age shot.

valuable experience

In the hectic daily grind of classes and paperwork, the 
needs of individual students are sometimes overlooked, 
even by the best and most caring of teachers. But at East 
Jordan Middle School, at least for one group of students, 
that is definitely not a problem. 

In cooperation between the school, the students, their 
teacher, and a local business, an exciting new project is 
in the works. 

The students, Tina Downton, Katrina Kamradt, Brian 
McNeil, Kevin Penzien, and Pam Schroeder, are gain- 
ing experience in writing and editing that may lead to 
careers for some, while adding some challenge to their 
cighth-grade year at EJMS. 

All five students participated in the new media class 
offered during the first semester this year. The class is 
designed to enrich communication and visual arts skills 
through research, technology and hands-on experiences. 

Projects the group tackled included writing a variety 
of article types for the middle school newspaper, along 


- with layout and design for both the paper and the middle 


school yearbook, using computer production. They also 
worked with video production. 

The group of five proved to be the most talented 
writers, so teacher Gayle Gotts wanted to offer them an 
opportunity to continue their work after the class was 
completed. 

Their first independent assignment was to edit poems 
written by sixth, seventh and eighth-graders, then to 
select the best from each grade level for publication in 
the East Jordan Journal. The group developed the 
criteria for selection, and followed the guidelines. 

“The poetry had to make sense,” explained Kamradt. 
“Tt also had to have aregular rhythm, an appropriate title, 
and appropriate subject matter.” 

“They were very honest in their judgments,” said 
Gotts. ‘They said they just couldn’t relate at all to some 
of the poems. They even decided the subject was too 
shallow in one of the poems!”

Disagreements destroy conference

The Great Northern Conference is dead 
— at least as far as the Lake Michigan 
Division 1s concerned. 

The division, of which East Jordan 
High School is a member, decided as a 
group to resign from the conference. The 
East Jordan School Board approved the 
resignation during the Jan. 15 meeting. 

East Jordan High School athletic direc- 
tor Tammy Jackson explained that the 
break-up was inevitable. 

“Tt came to light that there was no way 
to mect the individual needs of all 27 
schools,” said Jackson. “Tt was a matter 
of geographies and size. The differences 
in school sizes are incredible.” 

The Great Northern Conference was 
originally developed tn 1991 as a way to 
facilitate cooperation in scheduling be- 
tween schools in the northern lower pen- 
insula. The 27 member schools are di- 
vided into four divisions — Lake Michi- 
gan, Lake Huron, Ski Valley, and North- 
em Lakes. All the member schools are 
Class C and D, with the exception of 
Class B Kalkaska and Grayling. 

Jackson said East Jordan has long been 
unsatisfied with a conference policy that 
allows all members to vote on changes 
that affect individual divisions. 

“Everybody had a say, so even if our 
entire division voted no on a change, it 
could still go through,” Jackson explained. 
“We had no voice in the decision.” 

Recently, the conference approved a 
change requiring the Lake Michigan Di- 
vision to include. Rogers City in their 
scheduling. East Jordan. district school 

board members discussed possibly play- 
‘ing that school in football, but could not 
support traveling there with freshmen, 
junior varsity, and all.varsity teams at 
least once every other year. The trip is 
about 120 miles one way. 


- But the proverbial “las: straw” was a 


change in the Ski Valley Division. 
Onaway dropped out of the Lake Huron 
Division to join the Ski Valley’s sched- 
ule. Jackson said Ski Valley welcomed 
Onaway, because it gave the division a 
tenth member, saving on scheduling prob- 
lems. 

Jackson said the move left the four 
other teams in the Lake Huron Division 
in a scheduling bind. 

“Every move the conference was mak- 
ing hurt somebody,” she noted, “Along 
with breaking their own constitution.” 

Jackson said there are no hard feelings, 
and the divisions, which will now prob- 
ably be separate leagues, will cooperate 
toalign schedules. She alsoexpects cham- 
pionship meets and tournaments to con- 
tinue. The change goes into effect for the 
1997-98 school year. 

The next step is for the leagues to meet 
individually to make further plans. She 
expects league membership to generally 
coincide with the former divisions. 

“We understand everyone was just look- 
ing out for themselves,” Jackson said 
about the split. “The conference was a 
concept we just outgrew. It was a natural 
occurrence that couldn’t be avoided.”

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Exhibit features art and textiles

A unique exhibit in textiles at the Jor- 
dan River Arts Council has drawn artists 
and crafters from across the region in one 
of the most successful art shows pre- 
sented in this area. 

“Applications of Textiles” features both 
traditional and contemporary quilts, hand- 
dyed and loomed weavings as wall hang- 
ings, rugs and clothing, and fiber baskets, 
and ornamental works.
